HARMONY IS AIM 
OF DEPARTMENT, 


No Undue Political Influ- 
ence Will Result From 
Policy, According to 
Treasury Officials.

Washington, August 10.—The shin- 
ing bubble bearing the inscription “no- 
politics in prohibition enforcement” 
has burst, unceremoniously. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
has let it be known that the new 
prohibition administrators selected by 
Lincoln C. Andrews, dry czar, must 
be approved by senators in the various 
districts. This admission came from 
a high treasury official Monday. It 
is ix aecordance with ancient custom 
here, and would occasion no surprise 
except for the repeated announce- 
ments from Andrews that political ins 
fluence would not count. 

Will Get Best Men. 3 

Mellon intends to secure the best 
men possible for the new jobs. In 
fact, he would like to see men of the 
Andrews type selected—men who have 
had business experience and are good 
executives. 

The treasury policy does not neceg- 
sarily mean that every man recom- 
mended by a senator would be taken, 
If the recommendations are not re- 
garded as good by Andrews, they will 
not be taken, it is said. But on the 
other hand, the man chosen must. be 
approved by the senators in the states 
included in the district over which the 
regional director will have jurisdic- 
tion. 

Must Have Harmony. ~- 

If the particular director chosen’ by 
Andrews is not satisfactory to any 
senator, he will be dropped, it was 
explained. Mellon has made it clear 
that he wants hatmony all around. 
This policy is aimed toward that end. 

The statement of treasury 
was regarded as especially 
as it was called forth by an inquiry 
regarding the prenoucement from 
President Coolidge at Swampscott re- 
cently that there would 
in selecting the new dry directors. 

It was pointed out that Andrews 
had been consulting with senators and 
listening to their recommendations.

Just a word about Glynn—

Is there such a thing as anemia of 

the brain, inquires a correspondent, 
and if there is, will it cause head- 
ache? The correspondent says she is 
a girl aged 16 and yather anemic 
and she had almost constant nead 
ache. , 
Anemia means blood impoverished 
either in the number of red cor- 
puscles or in the amount of hemo- 
globin (coloring matter) in the cor- 
puscles. One who is anemic has 
anemia of the brain as well as anemia 
of the heart, lungs, and every other 
organ or structure which receives 
blood. ; 

But there is a condition of dimin- 
ished flow of bleod to the brain, 
whether the individual is anemic or 
full blooded, and this condition may 
account for headache, though perhaps 


most ordinary headaches are associat- 
ed rather with the opposite state, an 
excessive flow of blood to the brain. 
The common relief of headache by a 
dose of salts of any kind, even coni- 
mon table salt, is due to the reduction 
of the pressure of the blood in the 
brain by the withdrawal of water 
from the circulation by the affinity of 
the salt for water. If the headache 
were due to anemia or to insufficient 
blood in the brain, any such saline 
cathartic would merely aggravate the 
trouble. Incidentally, it is sound 
science as well as common sense thai 
people who have poor blood should 
avoid saline cathartics. 

Most physiologists conclude thut 
the circulation in the brain is not con- 
trolled by vasometer nerves as is the 
circulation in the rest of the body. 
but that it is indirectly controlled by 
the pressure of the blood in the rest 
of the body, that is eonditions which 
induee a rise of general blood pres- 
sure throngh constriction of the min- 
ute arteries in the general circula- 
tion indirectly bring about an _ in- 
creased flow of blood to the brain. 
and vice versa. Thus, if the feet and 
skin surface generally are cold, the 
brain keeps busy and one is wake- 
ful; if one warms the feet or gets 
up and puts on some extra cover, the 
brain again knocks off work and sleerm 
returns.

Washington, August 10.—(/)—A 
cash deficit of $37,149,000 for the fis- 
eal year of 1925 which closed last 
June 30, was announced today by the 
postoffice department after a prelimi- 
nary compilation of receipts and ex- 
penditures made at the request of 
Postmaster General New. 

The preliminary figures, which are 
subject to some readjustments, place 
estimated receipts at $600,600,000 and 
obligations and expenditures at $649.- 
371,000, leaving an operating deficit 
of $48,771,000, from which is deduct- 
ed $11,622,000 for outstanding lia- 
bilities and for civil service retirement 
transfer, é 

The cash deficit closely approaches 
the estimate made by Postmaster Gen- 
eral New several weeks ago, when he 
placed it around $40,000,000. 

“The amount of the deficit for the 


fiscal year of 1925 is attributed, 
not entirely but to a great extent, to 
the postal pay bill which, enacted this 
spring. Was made retroactive to Jan- 
vary 1, so that the department has 
heen paying increased salaries to its 
army of some 350,000 employees for 
the Jast six months of the fiscal year,” 
a postal service statement said. “On 
the other hand. the increase in post- 
ange rates established to meet the 
raises in salaries did not become ef- 
fective until April 15, and was in op- 
eration only two and a half months of 
the fiseal year.”

Ga... and the checks were 
returned “insufficient funds.” 

Records also show that Sanders 
frequently geceived money for farm 
products he had advertised for. sale 
and kept the money, although he 
failed to ship products. 

Sanders is said to have answered 
advertisement which appeared in the 
State Market Bulletin, published by 
the state department of agriculture, 
and officers of that bureau were seek- 
ing him several months ago. He was 
arrested in February on a charge of 
using the mails to defraud but has 
not been tried on that charge.

New Orleans, Angust 10.—The cot- 
ton market was quite active today and 
prices broke sharply following an 
opening advance of 35 points on Oc- 
thober due to the bullish character of 
Saturday's government report. Sell- 
ing became general right after the 
epening partly due to the sales. of 
hedges against the?rapid movement of 
spots to market, but mainly owing to 
the general disposition of traders to 
disbelieve the condition and crop in- 
dication issued by the government.

The Day in Finance 


Profit Taking and Price 
Selling Features Trading 
in Stocks and Many Turn 
Bearish Believing Liqui- 
dation is Under Way. 


New York, August 10.—For months 
and months while the price trend on 
the stock market was upward, Mon- 


‘day’s were marked by _ profit-taking 


and short selling. For the past two 
Mondays, the market held strong. To- 
day, however, there wes the old Mon- 
day irregularity, American Can. ad. 
vanced four points to a new aigh 
record for all time, but at the same 
time Mack, another leader in the re- 
cent upward price movement sold oft 
four points. Ojils were again weak. 
Steel stocks held firm, the unfilled 
order statement of the United States 
Steel corporation for the month of, 
July showing a decline of 70,000 tons 
or about what was expected. 

One of the Jargest wire stock ex- 
change houses in Wall street doing 
business for the outside public has 
turned extremely bearish on the mar- 
ket. on the theory that liquidation by 
the big interests is and has been going 
on steadily. 
has- been some distribution of stocks 
as the average price continued tu make 


(a new high record for all time. 


It is possible, too, that under the 
leadership of American Can, Mack 
Truck, General Motors, General Elec- 
tric and a few ohter shares, the mar 
ket is making a new high average 
price daily largely because of  ad- 
vances in a few stocks, has looked 
stronger than it really has been. Cer- 
tainly many of the standard shares 
have not been gaining ground. How- 
ever, the shares last named have not 
been losing ground. Therefore, if dis- 
tribution- has been going on while the 
average price has been making new 
high records and with the big people 
still predicting higher prices, the like 
has never before been witnessed. 

There is no mistaking the fact that 
prices are high in many cases. Never.

ed. People in Wall Street whose 
opinion counts for the most are still 
of the opinion that the bull market is 
not over despite the growing bearish- 
ness.

With oils again weak today most 
stock exehange houses were flooded 
with inquiries as to whether the de- 
cline in prices of oil shares represent- 
ed liquidation or short selling, the best 
information obtainable was that there 


Beyond question there; 


was both liquidation of long oil stock 
and professional short selling. 

Well-informed oil men here say that 
the crude oil situation is all that it 
should be to justify the heavy large . 
outstanding long interest in oil shares. 
It is admitted, however, that the de- 
mand for gasoline has been disappoint- 
ing. The facts are that while there 
has been a heavy increase in the de- 
mand for .gasoline, supply has run 
ahead of demand. One reason, it was 
stated today, for the overproduction 
of gasoline is that the new process of 
refining oil has resulted in getting 
more gasoline per gallon out of crude. 
oil than had been expected. 

The best explanation of all for the 
weakness in the oil shares, however, 
is that too many people, big and little, 
were long on oil shares. 

Money today was as irregular as 
the stock market. QOut-of-town banks 
called loans heavily, while local banks 
increased their offerings in the call 
market. The most active demand from 
time money was four months, where 
the rate was 4 1-2 per cent. 

More automobile price cutting was 
announced today. General Motors cut 
the price on Oldsmobile models from 
$15 to $260, while reductions cf from 
$05 to $200 were announced for mod- 
els of Willys-Knight. 

Switching from automobile sharex 
to rails continues, with the low-priced 


rails attracting the most attention. 

Wages of 3,200 workers at the Farr 
Alpaca company,.of Holyoke, Mase., 
have been cut 10 per cent, effective to- 
day, and boston dispatches state that 
the Lancaster mill at Clinton, employ- 
ing 2,000, will be closed at the end of 
this week for a month, or until Sep- 
tember 14. Similar information that 
has been coming from New England 
seems to contradict the impression 
generally prevailing that business is 
improving. 

Bankers here in W all street in close 
touch with the situation in New Eng- 
land were asked today for facts re- 
garding conditions. Jt was frankly 
stated that the situation in New Eng- 
land in many respects was similar to 
that now existing in England. Like 
England, our thickly-populated indus- 
trial New England states make a liv- 
ing by manufacturing raw materials 
into finished goods, markets for which 
must be found elsewhere. Other parts 
of this country are finding out, as 
Kngland’s colonies, that instead of 
sending raw materials to New Eng- 
land to be returned as high-priced fin- 
ished products, it is better to do this’

New York, August 10.—While the 
government crop estimate was thie 
subject most discussed in the cotton 
market last week, there were some 
other happenings that were intrinsi- 
cally more important. 

One is the bullish tendency shown 
by the wheat market just as the new 
crop is ready for sale. The effect 
upon western trade has been stimulat- 


ing and the demand for cotton goods 
has. reflected it. 

Another is the increased cheerful- 
ness that is noticeable in the textile 
industry in New England, where the 
stocks of many cotton mills have ad- 
vanced quite sharply. 

Still another is the announcement 
that the Amoskeag mills, of Manches- 
ter, N. H., and the Parkhill Manu- 
facturing company, of Fitchburg, 
Mass., have been combined. By some 
this is thought to foreshadow many 
similar combinations with whatever 
advantages in the way of economy and 
stabiMation they will secure. 

And, finally, there is the reduction 
in the Bank of England rate. It 
regarded as notice that Great Britain 
will leave no stone unturned to end* 
the trade depression from which the 
British empire has been suffering. 
Then there is the manifest improve- 
ment in the economie condition of 
Canada that is due to the large wheat 
crop now being harvested there, the 
increased’ commercial activity reported 
from Russia and the spirit of specula- 
tion that is making itself felt in the 
land hooms reported here and there 
throughout the United States, includ- 
ing particularly the boomlet at Rock- 
away park, within the limits of New 
York city. 

The feeling of optimism and the 
willingness to buy ‘something or any- 
thing in the hope of an advance is 
im fact becoming so general that the 
merest spark seems sufficient to start 
a speculative conflagration in the most 

unexpected quarters.
